$150,000 to $250,000 
regarding contracts.

income individuals that are 
considered at poverty level. 
She said the Code of 
Alabama requires munici- 
palities to exempt individu- 
als considering low-income 
only receiving Social 
Security benefits and at the 
poverty level from having 
to pay a fee for household 
garbage pickup. 

Andrews noted this only 
exempts the individuals 
from paying the fee for 
having their trashcan emp- 
tied. These persons would 
still have to pay the small 
fee the town charges to 
pickup limbs and trash. 

Andrews said this is done 
via an application process. 
The individuals would have 
to come to town hall and 
fill out an application, 
which the town clerk would 
then review and confirm 
whether or not he/she falls 
into that poverty category. 

Andrews said the town 
would need to enforce this 
ordinance for those who 
qualify beginning in 
January. 

Council members voted 
unanimously to approve the 
ordinance. 

Acarry over from a work 
session discussion, the 
council approved the town 
clerk hours changing to 10- 
hour workdays Monday — 
Thursday each week. 
Mayor Kathy Holley did 
not there would be some 
extra help in the office on 
Fridays until 2 p.m. 

Council members also 
voted to approve the 
renewal of the town’s 
insurance at an annual pre- 
mium of $23,822.69. The 
mayor said this would be 
paid in nine monthly pay- 
ments of $2,067.16 begin- 
ning Dec. 7th. 

In looking at department 
reports, council member 
Eddie Cordle commended 
Police Chief Jimmy Duke 
on the job he is doing for 
the town. 

“The presence about 
town is there, and I feel like 
you are doing a good job,” 
Cordle said to Duke. “It’s 
not going unnoticed.” 

In regards to the street

One person with 
the flu can infect other peo- 
ple one day before any 
symptoms develop, and up 


to about seven days after a 
person becomes sick. The 
virus can spread to others 
up to six feet away, mainly 
by microscopic droplets 
expelled into the air when 
people cough, sneeze or 
even talk. 

The CDC also reports all 
Americans receiving a flu 
vaccine could dramatically 
reduce healthcare costs, 
along with the number of 
people infected with the flu. 
Research found annual 
direct flu costs, such as hos- 
pital stays, doctor’s visits 
and medications, are an 
estimated $4.6 billion. The 
flu causes U.S. employees 
to miss approximately 17 
million workdays at an esti- 
mated $7 billion a year in 
sick days and lost produc- 
tivity. 

To prevent the flu: » Get 
vaccinated ¢ Cover your 
mouth and nose when 
coughing or sneezing * 
Wash hands * Stay home 
when you're sick * Avoid 
touching your eyes, nose or 
mouth.

There was nothing of his temptations, struggles, failures, 


quarrels or frustrations. 


The scrapbook is illustrative ‘of real love. His loving 
mother would not bring up his failures. She didn’t even 
want to think of them. She wanted to brag on his good 
points. She hoped these successes would vault him to oth-

Prep playoffs kick off this week 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association will 
kickoff its state football playoffs this week with a total of 
208 teams from across the state looking to begin a run 
that they hope will end with a state championship. 

Three area teams will participate in this year’s play- 
offs, including Elba and Brantley in Class 1A, and New 
Brockton in Class 2A. 

Following are previews of this week’s playoff openers: 


The (7-2) Elba Tigers and (5-5) Billingsley Bears will 
open playoff action Friday night at Tiger Stadium, in 
Elba, and it marks the first time the two schools have 
ever met on the gridiron. 

Elba, the #2 seed in Region 2, is 17-13 all-time in the 
first round of the playoffs and averaged 38.5 points dur- 
ing the regular season and allowed 18.6 points per game, 
while Billingsley is 17-10 all-time in opening round 
match-ups, is the #3 seed out of Region 4 and averaged 
21.6 points per game and allowed 25.4 points per game. 

The Bears are back in the playoffs after a two-year 
absence and this season have posted wins over 
Loachapoka 25-18, Verbena 48-8, Prattville Christian 
33-14, Autaugaville 47-8 and Notasulga 8-7, while los- 
ing to Keith 38-20, Isabella 41-8, Wadley 50-6, Lanett 
42-0 and Thorsby 28-13. 

“Billingsley has a good football team and we will 
have to play our best to make it out of round one with a 
win,” stated Elba’s Coach Pate Harrison. “On offense 
they have a really quick back that likes to get to the cor- 
ners on speed sweeps and short passes, and a big bruis- 
ing back that likes to hit in the middle behind their big 
offensive line. They don’t do anything fancy, but what 
they do they do it well, and they are very well coached 
and are patient. They will just keep on plugging away 
and then all of the sudden will hit you for a big play and 
get in the endzone. Over on defense they use a 3-3 stack 
and are very aggressive. They have a big linebacker and 
a couple of big linemen that are physical and have good 
speed in the secondary. Billingsley is the number three 
seed from its region and deserves to be here, and you 
can bet they want to win and get to play a game at home 
in week two.” 

“For us to win Friday night we will have to play our 
best on every play on both sides of the ball and play with 
intensity,” added Harrison. “You have to play with 
intensity in the playoffs because it is a winner take all 
every single week, and this week we face a very real 
challenge from a very good football team. On offense 
we will need to finish drives and put points on the score- 
board when we get the chance. Last week we left a few 
points on the field in a close game and came out on the 
short end of the score, and we cannot let that happen 
again of the season will be over. We will have to be bal- 
anced, be effective passing to take some pressure of 
Richmon (Singletary) and not make mistakes. Over on 
defense we will have to play physical up front, stop their 
speed sweeps and get after the football. It will take all 
eleven players on the field on both sides of the ball for 
us to win this week and there is no holding back.

Brantley, the #3 seed from Region 2, is 31-6 all-time 
in playoff openers and will be making its 22nd straight 
playoff appearance. The Bulldogs are riding a 4-game 
winning streak and during the regular season averaged 
33.2 points per game and allowed 13.7 points per game. 

Wadley, the #2 seed from Region 4, had a six-game 
winning streak snapped last week in a 28-0 loss to 
Randolph County, with its only other loss to top-ranked 
Lanett 33-15. The Bulldogs have averaged 36.3 points 
per game and allowed 10.7 point per game during the 
regular season, and are 14-12 all-time in playoff open- 
ers.

Tigers outscored by Tate 42-35

The Elba Tigers battled from the opening kickoff until 
the final horn Friday night in a hard fought 42-35 road loss 
to the Tate Aggies, in Cantonment, Florida. 

Elba failed to move the chains on its initial possession 
of the night, but began its second possession at the Tate 
37-yardline after a heavy rush by Alex Wright on a punt 
attempt resulted in a 12-yard loss, and this time the Tigers 
stunned the 6A Aggies as they covered the distance in just 
two plays to grab an early lead. The Tiger touchdown 
came on second and 16 when Byron Johnson hit Richmon 
Singletary with a quick lateral and the speedy Elba runner 
reached the sidelines and raced 43 yards for a touchdown. 
Iverson Lane was true with the extra-point, and with 5:56 
left in the opening quarter the Tigers were on top 7-0. 

Tate had a quick answer for the Elba score as the Aggies 
responded by going 69 yards in two plays to pull even on 
the scoreboard. The Aggie touchdown came on a 31-yard 
dash by Hunter Riggan, and Matthew Johnson added the 
extra-point as Tate caught the Tigers at 7-7 with 5:24 still 
left in the quarter. 

The defenses took over after the two first quarter scores 
as six of the game’s next seven possessions ended in 
punts, with the seventh ending on a fourth down gamble 
by Elba at the Tate 41-yardline. 

Tate put the ball in play at its own 32-yardline late in the 
second quarter and brought the large home crowd to its 
feet as Riggan spotted Spencer Ruiz running all alone 
down the middle of the field and fired a strike that result- 
ed in a 68-yard touchdown toss. Johnson added the extra- 
point, and with 1:59 remaining in the quarter Tate had its 
first lead at 14-7. 

Tate quickly regained possession at its own 47-yardline 
on a pass interception and again needed only one play to 
reach the endzone as this time Riggan lofted a 53-yard 
scoring pass to Patrick Palmer. Johnson’s extra-point try 
was good, and with two touchdowns in a span of one 
minute and twelve seconds the Aggies had grabbed a 21-7 
lead, 

The excitement on the Aggie sideline changed sides in a 
hurry; however, as Elba’s Richmon Singletary fielded the 
ensuing kickoff at the 5-yardline, burst through a hole in 
the middle of the field and raced 95 yards for a touch- 
down. Iverson Lane added the extra-point, and with 27- 
seconds left in the half the Tigers had pulled within 21-14. 

Elba received the second half kickoff and went 77 yards 
in only two plays to catch the Aggies on the scoreboard. A 
55-yard run by Richmon Singletary on first down sparked 
the quick scoring drive, while the Tiger touchdown came 
on a 23-yard pass from Byron Johnson to Ja’Quez Prince. 
Lane’s extra-point try was true, and with 11:27 left in the 
third quarter the score was tied at 21-21. 

Tate again had an answer for the Tiger touchdown and 
needed only two plays to regain the lead. The Aggie score 
came on a 37-yard sprint up the middle by Hunter Riggan, 
and Johnson added the extra-point as Tate went back on 
top 28-21 with 10:32 left in the third quarter. 

Elba had an immediate response for the Tate tally as on 
the ensuing kickoff Richmon Singletary took the ball in at 
the 19-yardline, headed to the middle of the field and this 
time went 89 yards for a Tiger touchdown. The extra-point 
try was blocked, but with 10:15 left in the third quarter 
Elba had cut the Aggie lead to 28-27. 

Tate began its ensuing possession at its own 39-yardline 
and covered the 61 yards to the endzone in four plays to 
stretch its lead. A 46-yard pass from Riggan to Palmer was 
a key play in the scoring drive, while the score came on a 
5-yard Riggan run off tackle. The extra-point by Johnson 
was again true, as Tate extended its lead to 35-27 with 
9:20 still left in the wild third quarter. 

Elba gave the ball back to the Aggies at the Tate 40- 
yardline after an unsuccessful fourth down gamble, and 
this time the Aggie went 60 yards in nine plays to again 
reach paydirt. Riggan rushed for 47 yards on six carries to 
lead Tate down the field, while the score came on a 5-yard 
pass from Riggan to Palmer. Johnson added the extra- 
point to push the Aggies lead to 42-27 with 17-seconds 
remaining in the quarter. 


Elba turned the ball over on downs at the Tate 25-yard- 
line on its ensuing possession, but got the ball back only 
four plays later at the Tate 15-yardline when a heavy rush 
on a punt attempt resulted in a 10-yard loss. 

Elba scored on its first play following the defensive 
stand when Richmon Singletary took a handoff, bounced 
out of a pack at the line of scrimmage and rambled 15 
yards into the endzone, and Singletary also ran in the two- 
point conversion as the Tigers pulled within 42-35 with 
7:12 still left on the clock. 

Elba began its next possession at its own 20-yardline 
with 3:18 left on the clock after an unsuccessful 42-yard 
field goal try by Tate, and quickly reached a first down at 
the Tate 14-yardline after an 18-yard pass from Byron 
Johnson to Richmon Singletary and a 49-yard pass com- 
pletion from Johnson to Ja’Quez Prince. Two penalties on 
the next three snaps and a 16-yard loss on a reverse backed 
the Tigers up to the 30-yardline; however, and the Tigers 
failed to overcome the late-game obstacles as Tate held on 
to hand the Tigers the 42-35 defeat. 

Richmon Singletary rushed for 206 yards and 2 touch- 
downs on 26 carries and returned two kickoffs for touch- 
downs to lead Elba, while Byron Johnson completed 11 of 
20 passes for 176 yards and two scores, with Ja’Quez 
Prince pulling in 5 passes for 85 yards and a score. 

Hunter Riggan led Tate as the lefty quarterback rushed 
for 137 yards and 3 touchdowns on 28 carries and com- 
pleted 6 of 14 passes for 176 yards and 3 touchdowns.
